Declaration of April Yin 

I, April Yin, am a member of the board of directors, and acting treasurer of UNIQA, 
INC., a California corporation having its principal place of business at 554 Valley Way, Milpitas, 
California 95035. 1 declare the following facts are true on the basis of my personal knowledge, 
except those facts stated on the basis of information and belief, and I believe those to be true. 

1. I believe Imran Sharif, John Bremsteller, Glen Edward Ivey, and William Knapp are 
joint inventors of the invention described and claimed in the above-entitled U.S. 
Patent Application. 

2. Each of these persons is under a written obligation to assign his rights to this 
invention and any patent applications and patents, foreign and domestic, to UNIQA, 
INC., and to cooperate in the securing of such patent protection. 

3. I have personally supervised and monitored attempts to obtain the signatures of the 
joint inventors John Bremsteller, Glen Edward Ivey, and William Knapp on a 
declaration for utility patent application for this invention, each being a former 
employee of UNIQA, INC. 

4. A copy of the specification, claims, drawings and abstract, along with a copy of the 

declaration in this matter, has been mailed to each of these joint inventors at their last
